Contract proposals — which will 
eventually set the salaries and working 
conditions of faculty in the California 
State University system — have been 
completed by the California Faculty 
Association and the California State 
University. 

Negotiations are tentatively set to 
begin this month. 

According to CSU chief negotiator 
Sam Strafaci, their proposal will be 
similar to the current salary contract. 

The CFA proposals, according to 
CFA President Susan Meisenhelder, 
will call for sweeping changes. 

The CFA and CSU are locked in a 
debate over many issues in the contract 
negotiations and CFA has publicly dis- 
cussed a work stoppage if an agree- 
ment cannot be reached. One of the 
most controversial aspects of salaries

Mower tra

Amidst the smell of week-old, cut 
grass and cold, rusted metal, 800 peo- 
ple braved the crisp early Saturday 
morning air to receive new electric 
lawnmowers in Sacramento State’s 
Lot 10.

Chavez remembere 
acts of community service

Cesar Chavez believed that “the 
end of all education should surely be 
service to others.” Nearly eight years af- 
ter his death, his message of commu- 
nity service is very much alive. 

Saturday, which would have been 
Chavez’s 74th birthday, became a cel-

‘We are trying to reach as many 
people as possible.

Orosco was on hand to speak at 
Cesar Chavez Day, a celebration of 
the founder of the United Farm Work- 
ers, held at the Alumni Center. 

“He was a great leader, like Martin

vision for us to adhere to a peaceful 
movement.

He characterized Chavez as “incredibly 
beautiful’ and “a very little man who 
carried a very big stick.”

The Finance and Budget Commit- 
tee’s recommendation for the Associ- 
ated Students, Inc., 2001/2002 budget 
was well received by members of 
ASI’s board of directors at its meeting 
last Wednesday. 

If approved, the budget will go into 
effect on July 1, 2001 and will end on 
June 30, 2002. 

Paul Ueckert, ASI director of fi- 
nance, discussed the draft budget in 
detail and took comments and ques- 
tions regarding next year’s proposed 
budget. 

The budget will be voted on at 
ASI’s April 18 board meeting. 

‘T think that this is the best budget 
for the students on this campus,” Ueck- 
ert said. “I hope that the board will 
recognize the hard work that was put 
into it.” 

Ueckert discussed the overall in- 
formation-on the budget that included - 
estimated student enrollment, the rev- 
enue that enrollment will generate and 
the major allocations for those fees 
recommended by the Finance and 
Budget Committee. The total revenue 
in this budget is expected to be 
$7,652,538. The total expenses are es- 
timated to reach $7,246,826.

Retired Sac State professor 
honored at Getty Museum

Professor emeritus Jose Montoya 


of the Sacramento State department of 


Art was selected as “Outstanding Arts 
Educator of the Year’’ by the California 
Arts Council, as a part of the council’s 
“The. Year of Arts 2001” celebration. 
Montoya was honored for his contri- 
butions to arts education at the Getty 
Museum in Los Angeles on March 26. 

Montoya is one of 15 people who 
were selected to be honored for their 
contribution to arts education in Cali- 
fornia. 

“T am very proud of Jose; he has 
been a tremendous contributor, not 
oe as an educator, but oe as an 
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artist, musician and mentor,” said 
Catherine Turrill, professor of Art and 
Interim Chair of the Art Department. 
‘‘He’s been an educator from inside 
and outside the classroom.” 

Montoya was voted one of the “100 
most influential and interesting citi- 
zens” by The Sacramento News and 
Review, as well as one of the “25 most 
influential people” by Sacramento 
Magazine. 

“T found out I got selected about 
two to three weeks prior to the recep- 
tion in Los Angeles, I got a phone call 
from the California Arts Council say- 
ing I was one of the 15 people to be 
honored,’ Montoya said. “They have 
all sorts of categories; they have one for 
art educators as well as more well 








known artists. I was recognized in the 
area of art education.” 

Montoya created the Sac State bar- 
rio art program in the 1970s as a way 
of getting the university involved in 
the community, as well as a way of 
helping future educators gain practi- 
cal teaching experiences. 

This program has also helped with 
the education of diversity in the com- 
munity. 

“The program was not very popu- 
lar at Sac State in the beginning, for 
there weren’t many Chicano profes- 
sors around,’ Montoya said.

Program helps cultivate education for 
children of migrant farm workers

The children of migrant farm work- 
ers—many of whom are first-genera- 
tion college students in their families— 
can get help easing the transition to 
university life in a program offered at 
Sacramento State. 

The College Assistant Migrant Pro- 
gram provides support for first-year 
students from these families by offer- 
ing counseling, tutoring, financial sup- 
port and creating an on-campus fami- 
ly to help each other, said Artemio 
Pimentel, executive vice president of 
Associated Students, Inc. and ASI pres- 
idential candidate. 

Since many of the students involved 
in CAMP will be the first in their fam- 
ilies to attend college, a program like 
this is essential to make the adjustment 
to life at Sac State, said Marcos 
Sanchez, CAMP director. 

“They haven’t been exposed to 
higher education,’’ Sanchez said. as 


dont know what to apart 
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ber his first year at Sac State, said the 


program made his transition to college 
much easier after he realized there were 


other students coming from similar sit- _ 


uations whom he could draw support 
from. He said the program helps to al- 
leviate the feeling of being alone. 

‘This program gets rid of that fear,” 
Pimentel said, “Because once you get 
on campus, you have this family of 
about 85 students.” 

CAMP is a federally funded pro- 
gram, and ASI also supports it through 
grants, Pimentel said. After getting a 
budget increase to $18,000 this year, the 
program is funding 85 students this se- 
mester, although it also provides ser- 
vices for many more “adopted” stu- 
dents who were not able to officially get 
in. 

‘*There’s room for a lot more than 
85, but the funding can only provide for 
[that many],” Pimentel said. “They 
will take as many students as they can 
to use their resources.” 

Aside from counseling and tutoring 
services, CAMP also provides social 
ae academe: activities, as well'As 
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group meetings where students can get 
together and discuss their experiences 
with each other, Sanchez said. Due to 
the large number of students in the pro- 
gram, Sanchez breaks them into small- 
er groups so everybody can be heard. 

“When you have so many [stu- 
dents] in the group, you can’t always 
get to everyone,” Sanchez said. ““We 
put them in support groups.” 

Alma Martinez was a student at 
Orestimba High School in Newman, 
Calif. when CAMP representatives 
came to visit as part of its outreach 
program. Now a member, she said she 
was more encouraged to attend Sac 
State knowing there would be people

to help her here. 

‘They said they would be there for 
us in the first year of college,’’ Martinez 
said. 

Martinez receives monthly finan- 
cial support as well as tutoring and 
counseling at the CAMP center, but 
she said the most important aspect of 
the program is the friendship she has 
with other students. 

“It’s like a family for some of us 
that moved away from home,” Mar- 
tinez said. “This is a place where you 
feel you belong.” 

The program also recognizes the 
parents of these students, Sanchez said. 
Every semester there is a night when 
parents are invited to the campus to 
see what their children are doing, which 
usually gets a 100 percent turnout, and 
,counselors and advisers are always 
‘available to speak with them about any 
“concerns they have.

“Everything is designed to show 
the parents what the experience at Sac 
State is like, so they can be more sup- 
portive,” Sanchez said. 

After being located in a temporary 
building for 13 years, the CAMP of- 
fices were finally relocated to a new fa- 
cility in the dining area on campus, 
Sanchez said. Steps like that show that 
the program is making a lot of progress, 
he said. 

“Because of that [relocation], we 


have a little more credibility,’ Sanchez 
said. ““We’ll be able to do more things.” 

Pimentel said he hopes CAMP will 
be able to get even more funding in 
the future so that more students like 
himself can be helped by it. 

“T really wish ASI could fully fund 
this program, because ASI believes in 
education, and this program makes stu- 
dents reach for the education they 
need,”’ Pimentel said. 
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With some confusion on the sur- 
plus/reserve category, which is esti- 
mated at $405,712, Ueckert went on to 
explain what the category was for. 

‘This is the money set aside so that 
we have a reserve, so that we don’t go 
into the red zone,” Ueckert said. ‘This 
allows us to have money to pay ithe 
bills at the end of the semester.” 

In a further explanation to the board 
of what this category actually is, Ueck- 
ert stated that ASI does not anticipate a 
deficit, but ASI needs to have that mon- 
ey available in the budget. 

‘The surplus/reserve is set aside for 
unexpected expenses,” Ueckert said. 

There was some concern among 
members of the board when it came 
to the evening program at the Chil- 
dren’s Center. 
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BUDGET: Ueckert says ASI does not 


Joseph Devlin, ASI director of So- 
cial Sciences and Interdisciplinary Stud- 
ies, voiced his opinion concerning the 
budget. 

“T think that this budget is really 
good and really fair,” Devlin said. 
“However, I think there are a number 
of students who use the evening pro- 
gram at the Children’s Center and by 
cutting back here it is essentially taking 
them out of student enrollment.” 

ASI President Jason Bryant seemed 
enthusiastic about finding a solution 
to this much-debated issue. 

“T would like to see more interaction 
with the Parent Advisory Committee 
and ASI staff,’ Bryant said. 

Bryant would like to see some sug- 
gestions put on the table that will help 
put an end to this problem. Richard 
Lucier, ASI Director of Postbaccalau- 
reate, praised Bryant for keeping the 
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anticipate deficit for next year’s budget 


program open this year. 

Overall, Ueckert received positive 
feedback on the 2001-2002 budget. 

“This year, you and Carol (Acker- 
son) and the Finance and Budget Com- 
mittee have done an awesome job,” 
CSSA representative, Shaun Lumachi 
said. . 

David Braverman, Associate VP of 
Student Affairs echoed Lumachi’s view 
stating that, “It looks good.” 

“The Finance and Budget Com- 
mittee did a fantastic job,” Lucier said. 

Artemio Pimentel, ASI Executive 
Vice President also commended Ueck- 
ert and the Finance and Budget Com- 
mittee for their work on the budget. 

The vote on this budget will take 
place on April 18 and pending some 
minor changes, the budget will most 
likely be passed.

‘There were at least 300 cars lined 
up by 6 a.m.,” said David Uhlenhop, 
store manger for the Home Depot off 
of Power Inn Drive. 

The event was originally planned to 
begin at 7:30 a.m., but it opened slight- 
ly earlier due to the growing number of 
cars that lined College Town Drive 
with their trunks half open with mow- 
ers hanging out. 

“Some people actually started lining 
up at three in the morning,” said Adam 
Taylor, son of staff volunteer Tim Tay- 
lor. 

Within two and a half hours of the 


start, the last remaining electric lawn- 
mower was stuffed into a beige Volvo 
Station wagon. 

“Tt was insane...It was extremely 
successful, we were quite pleased,” 
said Associate Air Quality Analyst 
Charlene McGhee. “We had to turn 
away a couple hundred people... we’re 
sometimes a victim of our own suc- 
CESS; " | 

Participants drove in from College 
Town Drive and followed the posted 
signs that directed participants to stay 
in their cars. The cars eventually backed 
up to Howe Avenue. | 

The process of receiving an electric 
mower began by entering through Lot 
6 with a gas lawn mower, where swap- 


pers received a “Mower Pass” guar- 


anteeing them a mower. They then 
filled out a release form relinquishing 
ownership of their lawn mower to the 
Mow Down Working Group. 

“Everyone who got a card got a 
mower,” McGhee said. 


Afterwards, recipients drove over to. 


Lot 10 where staff and volunteers un- 
loaded the old gas-powered mowers 
and placed them in economy-sized 
trash bins, later to be crushed and re- 
cycled by SIMSmetal America. Final- 
ly, swappers drove behind two 18- 
wheel big rigs where they were given 
new Black and Decker CMM 1000 
electric, rechargeable, 19-inch blade, 
cordless mowers. 


‘T don’t know how they could do it 
any faster so I think it’s good. I like 
that you don’t have to get out of the 
car,” said Daniel McCourd, who ar- 
rived at 6:30 a.m. and received his new 
mower two hours later. 

The electric mowers retail for $379 
at Home Depot, but this program al- 
lowed people to purchase them at a 
special deal of $199.95. 

By 8:30 a.m. about 500 cars had 
gone through the mower exchange, 
and close to 1,000 cars were still lined 
up waiting. ; 

Vouchers were given to participants 
who were not among the first 800 cars. 
According to Sandy Hampton, Assis- 
tant Manager of the Garden Depart- 


ment at the Rancho Cordova Home 
Depot, the vouchers were discounts to 
purchase the mower at the Black and 
Decker Outlet Store. 

The annual event has traditionally 
been held over two weekends, with 
approximately 1,000 new electric 
mowers being exchanged. This year’s 
mower exchange was held in one 
weekend with 800 new mowers avail- 
able for exchange, according to Jamie 
Brown Amo, spokesperson for Sacra- 
mento Metropolitan Air Quality Man- 
agement District. 

The mower swap is planned every 
year by the Mow Down Working 
Group, which is made up of numer- 
ous groups including Yolo-Solano Air 


Quality Management District, Placer 
County Air Pollution Control District, 
California Air Resource Board and 
Sacramento County Recycling Divi- 
sion. 

Since the beginning of the lawn 
mower exchange five years ago, 5,000 
gas mowers have been recycled. 

“That means we’ve gotten 5,000 
gas polluting mowers out of people’s 
garages and have put in non-pollutant 
electric mowers,” said Jamie Brown 
Arno, spokesperson for Sacramento 
Metropolitan Air Quality Management 
District.

is the Faculty Merit Increase, a per- 
centage of salary increase based on 
faculty performance. It currently com- 
prises 28 percent of the total annual 
raises for CSU faculty, under the cur- 
rent salary contract which expires July 
1. Faculty workload and the hiring of 
more tenure track faculty have also 
been central issues addressed by the 
CFA. 

The-CSU proposal has been com- 
pleted and will eventually be posted 
in all CSU campus libraries, according 
to Strafaci. 

Ken Swisher, a spokesman for CSU 
Chancellor Charles Reed, said he had 
not seen the CSU proposal, and de- 
clined to state when it would be made 


- available. 


“Bargaining is supposed to go on at 
the table, not through the media,” he 
said. 

But according to Strafaci, the CSU 
proposal is similar to the current con- 
tract, which includes FMI.

Continued from p. Al 
formance by an Aztec dance group 
treated the volunteers who turned out 
and the celebration was concluded.

“We have suggested some minor 
proposals here and there,” Strafaci said. 

Most of the compromise will be 
done at the bargaining table, he said. 

‘They have to explain to us in some 
detail what they want,” Strafaci said. 

According to Swisher, the CSU is 
committed to FMI. 

‘We are willing to look at the way 
merit pay is implemented,” Swisher 
said. 

The CFA proposal emphasizes 
more sweeping changes than the CSU 
proposal does. Meisenhelder mentioned 
the hiring of more tenured faculty as a 
crucial point in the proposal. 

‘What has happened in the last five 
years is scary,” Meisenhelder said. 

According to CFA numbers, the 
CSU system has seen a net gain of 
1,462 lecturers in the last five years, 
compared with one tenured professor in 
that time. 

‘The CSU is hiring lower paid fac- 
ulty to replace higher paid faculty,” 
said Douglas Grant, Northern Califor- 
nia organizing director for the CFA, at

According 
to Jeff Lustig, president of the Sacra- 
mento State CFA chapter, CSU facul- 
ty are given a higher workload than in 
comparable institutions. 

“We have less and less time to be 
with students,” Lustig said. 

According to Andy Lyon, research 
director at CFA, CSU faculty current- 
ly ranks 7.9 percent below average in 
a comparison with other institutions. 
Much of the CFA proposal is designed 
to close that gap, according to Meisen- 
helder. 

The CFA proposal of higher Salary 
Step Increases, which are similar to 
FMI but more inclusive, will help close 
this gap, Meisenhelder said. 

“They are more difficult for the ad- 
Ininistration to deny,” Meisenhelder 
said.

‘We always exhibit a spirit of good 
faith at the bargaining table,” Strafaci 
said. 

CFA officials spoke with guarded 
optimism. 

‘The relations right now are cor- 
dial, but there are no major break- 
throughs,” Lustig said. 

Meisenhelder said that it is too ear- 
ly to tell how well the relationship will 
turn out between the CFA and the CSU, 
led by Chancellor Reed. That will bear 
itself out in negotiations, she said. 

‘They’ ve (the CSU) dragged out 
the bargaining a little bit,” Lustig said. 

At the time of interview, Lustig’said 
that negotiations were set to begih on 
Tuesday, April 17, however that date 
has been changing. The more time that 
passes, the more difficult it will be to 
come to an agreement, Lustig said. 

The current salary contract expires 
July 1, and if an agreement can not be 
reached by this time then the “ast best 
offer” that the CSU submits will go 
into effect. Alternatively, both sides 


can agree to extend the current con- | 


to. 

The parks and recreation depart- 
ment designated some sites, while oth- 
ers were picked based on how badly 
they needed the help.

‘We have a contract in place that 
prohibits strikes,” Strafaci said. 

Union talks of a work stoppage are 
typical public posturing in times of ne- 
gotiation, Strafaci said. 

The CFA has 8,700 full members 
out of a total CSU faculty body of over 
20,000. At the present, it is trying to ap- 
ply campus pressure to get its message 
across. 

‘We also want to reach out to stu-

the top players from both the high school and ju- 
nior college ranks to best suit those needs. Since 
Jenkins took over last June, she has had her list of 
prospects revised and at the same time crafted a 
scheme to get those players. That plan has been in 
place for several months now and Jenkins and 
her staff are currently in the process of executing 
it. 

"Now it’s time to close the deal," Jenkins said. 

Closing the deal with their top targets and their 
most coveted players is easier said than done for 
Jenkins, who was known for her strong recruiting 
skills while serving as an assistant with both Michi- 
gan State and Stanford. Those skills will be put to 
the test this spring, as she must sell players on 
the idea of playing for a Sac State team that won 
three games last season. 

"It’s up to players to look at our record and 
judge whether it’s a reflection of the work being 
done by the staff or what’s to come in the future. 
It’s up to the players to decide this," Jenkins said. 

If Jenkins gets her way, the Hornets will im- 
prove themselves in two major areas. Jenkins 
identified the team has needs at the inside post (as 
the Hormets top two inside post players were 5-feet 
11-inches and 5-feet 10-inches last season). They 
would also like to add both depth and athleticism 
on the perimeter, which will allow the team to 
play an up-tempo style for 40 minutes. 

Not only is getting players that are top ath- 
letes a priority for Jenkins, but also getting play- 
ers that are high energy, high character, and ones

that will instill a winning attitude. 

"We look not only at talent level and skill, but 
also at players who play hard for 40 minutes," 
Jenkins said. 

With their targets lined up, Jenkins and her as- 
sistants will now pursue their players. Several 
methods of recruiting will be applied in the process. 
They are focusing on players from the California 
region and have made a series of visits and calls 
to those players. The final part of the recruiting 
process consists of Jenkins bringing players to 
visit the Sac State campus. 

Jenkins is not allowed to comment specifical- 
ly on whom the team has landed but insists that re- 
cruiting is "going very well," with a sense of sat- 
isfaction in her voice. 

Regardless of whether the Hornets get their 
primary targets or not, Jenkins expects improve- 
ment next season. Last season's team had only 
seven healthy players, which crippled the coach- 
ing staff in terms of the style of basketball they 
could play. 

With a bolstered lineup, Jenkins expects the 
team to finish in the top half of the Big Sky next 
season. 

"I see us playing an up-tempo style for 40 min- 
utes, pounding people with a high level of inten- 
sity, Jenkins said. 

There are a variety of needs that will be ad- 
dressed in the following off-seasons, but this spring 
is about getting players who can allow the Hornets 
to be competitive in the Big Sky.

acramento State took a 
giant step toward the 
prevention of sexual as- 
sault in its community 
by hiring Jessica Hig- 
gins as the coordinator of the Sexual 
Assault Education and Advocacy Pro- 
gram. 

Higgins, who previously worked 
full time for Women Escaping a Vio- 
lent Environment (WEAVE), came on 
board at Sac State last fall and is ex- 
cited to be an advocate and education 
coordinator for the program. 

Sitting in her office in the Women’s 
Resource Center, which by the way 
is filled with a myriad of books all re- 
lating to women’s issues, with a beep- 
er attached to her lapel, she enthusias- 
tically explained the importance of her 
position in regard to helping students. 

"Sacramento State previously had 
a rape prevention program housed in 
the Student Health Center," Higgins 
said. "It made more sense to have this 
program in the Women’s Resource 
Center because a student who has been 
sexually assaulted but not actually 
raped might not think to go to the 
Health Center for help. 

"Someone who has been assaulted 
needs one focal point or person to go 
to for help and that’s where I come 
in," she said. "I can help.a student 
when she (sometimes he) has been as- 
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saulted with any area they might need 
help in, whether it is legal issues, med- 
ical needs, counseling or even to help 
mediating with professors concerning 
absences or assignments. I’m here to 
help them get through the crises and go 
on," said Higgins. 

Higgins recently graduated from 
Sac State with her bachelor’s in 
women’s studies and she plans to fin- 


ish with a master’s in behavioral sci- | 


ence. 
She is a certified rape crisis coun- 


selor.and is still working on a part...

time basis with WEAVE. 

A very warm and personable char- 
acter, Higgins sees this new position as 
not just an opportunity to help stu- 
dents once they’ ve been assaulted, but 
also a chance to educate the commu- 
nity here at Sac State in an attempt to 
reduce the risk and percentage of sex- 
ual assault occurrences. 


Higgins revealed some very alarm- 
ing Statistics: 
For every 1,000 women attend- 


ing a college institution, there may. . 
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sexual assaults 


be approximately 35 rapes per year, 
according to a 1999 statement by 


_ Sexual Victimization of College 


Women. 


There are 13,892 women at- 
tending Sac State, which translates 
into 486 possible rapes per year in 
this institution. 


Approximately 1 out of 5 un- 
dergraduate women are victims of 
sexual assault, according to the 1995 
Journal of Consulting and Clinical 
Psychology and 1997 Journal of 
American College Health. 


Twenty-five percent of college 
males admitted to engaging in some 
form of sexual aggression, according 
to The Campus Community Con- 
fronts Sexual Assault. 


According to NCTYV, one out of 
eight Hollywood films depict a rape 
scene (Transforming a Rape Cul- 
ture, 1993). 


Higgins sees a great need to educate 
since the statistics disclose severe in- 
formation. She also blames drugs as 
a catalyst of sexual assaults. 

"I mean GHB (Gamma Hydroxyl 
Butyrate, the date rape drug) is every- 
where, and it is also a very addictive 
substance," said Higgins. 

April is "Sexual Assault. Aware- 
ness Month" and the center has sched- 
uled two dynamic speakers, Higgins 
said. The topics that will be covered 
are, "Sex Power and the Media," and 
"Date Rape Drugs, What You Should 
Know." | 

"I see this as risk reduction rather 
than prevention,” Higgins explained. 

"We need to stop this for good and 
education is the only way," Higgins 
said. : 

‘‘That’s what I love about the col- 
lege campus — this is a place where 
old and young are always learning and 
we can change the way our culture 
views. these issues. with.education."

So what did people do before the cell phone? They got

The Wireless Advisor Glossary defines "cellular" as; 
"A type of wireless communication that is most familiar to 
mobile phone users. It is called ‘cellular’ because the sys- 
tem uses many base stations to divide a service area into mul- 
tiple ‘cells.’ Cellular calls are transferred from base station 
to base station as a user travels from cell to cell." ‘These base 
stations are also referred to as "towers" or "monopoles." 

According to the www.inventors.about.com web site, 
“The demand for a cell phone was almost instantaneous from 
the day the FCC (Federal Communications Commission) au- 
thorized commercial cellular use for the USA in 1982.

keyboardist, has been playing for about 
10 years. But he has never had a lesson 
in his life. Coming from a musical fam- 
ily, he picked up the skills easily with 
Herbie Hancock as one of his greatest 
influences. 

"I have almost all of his CD’s," 
Johnson said. 

Accompanying Johnson on the sax- 
ophone is jazz guru Dave Edquilang, 
who has been playing since the early 
‘90s. His inspiration comes from old 
school jazz artists such as Charlie 
“Bird” Parker and Sarah Vaughn. 

"My number one influence is Ken- 
ny G. If it weren’t for him, I wouldn’t 
be playing today," Edquilang said.

LUNELLE™ Monthly Contraceptive Injection is a 
type of hormonal birth control that is given as an 
injection (a shot) in your arm, thigh, or buttock 
once a month to prevent pregnancy. It contains 
hormones which have effects similar to the natural 
hormones, estrogen and progesterone, produced 
in your body. Similar combinations of hormones 
are found in some oral contraceptives also known 
as “birth control pills” or “the pill.” When you 
receive your injections once a month as pre- 
scribed, LUNELLE™ Monthly Contraceptive 
Injection is as effective as birth control pills. When 
given according to the prescribed schedule, 
LUNELLE™ Monthly Contraceptive Injection is 
effective in preventing pregnancy during the cycle 
in which it is given. Clinical studies have shown 
that when women receive LUNELLE™ Monthly 
Contraceptive Injection according to the recom- 
mended schedule, the failure rate of this method 
of birth control is less than 1% per year. 


WHO SHOULD NOT TAKE LUNELLE™ 
MONTHLY CONTRACEPTIVE INJECTION? 
Cigarette smoking increases the risk of 
serious cardiovascular side effects from 
hormonal contraceptive use. This risk 
increases with age and with heavy smok- 
ing (15 or more cigarettes per day) and is 
quite marked in women over 35 years of 


age. Women who use hormonal contra- 
ceptives are strongly advised not to smoke. 


Some women should not use hormonal contra- 

ceptives. For example; you should not take 

LUNELLE™ Monthly Contraceptive Injection if you 

are pregnant or think you may be pregnant. You 

should also not use LUNELLE™ Monthly 

Contraceptive Injection if you have any of the fol- 

lowing conditions: 

e A history of heart attack or stroke 

© Blood clots in the legs (thrombophlebitis),

© Yellowing of the wites of the eyes or of the 
skin (jaundice) during pregnancy or during 
previous use of the pill or other hormonal 
contraceptives 

© Liver tumor (benign or cancerous) 

© Known or suspected pregnancy

ARE THERE OTHER THINGS TO CON-

? 

For the majority of women, hormonal contracep- 

tives can be taken safely. But there are some 

women who are at high risk of developing certain 
serious diseases that can be life-threatening or 
may Cause temporary or permanent disability. Tell 
your health care provider if you have: 

e Breast nodules, fibrocystic disease of the 
breast, an abnormal breast x-ray or mammo- 
gram, strong family history of breast cancer 

© Diabetes 

© Elevated cholesterol or triglycerides 

© High blood pressure 

© Migraine or other headaches or epilepsy 

¢ Mental depression 

e Gallbladder, heart or kidney disease 

e History of scanty or irregular menstrual periods 

e Smoke, especially if 35 years or older 

Women with any of these conditions should be 

checked often by their health care provider if they 

choose to use LUNELLE™ Monthly Contraceptive 

Injection. 

Also, be sure to inform your doctor or health care 

provider if you smoke or are on any medications. 


1. Risk of developing blood clots, heart 
attacks, and:strokes 

Blood clots and blockage of blood vessels are the 
most serious side effects of taking hormonal con- 
traceptives. In particular, blood clots can occur in 
the legs and can travel to the lungs and can cause 
sudden blocking of the vessel carrying blood to 
the lungs. Rarely, clots occur in the blood vessels 
of the eye and may cause blindness, double 
vision, or impaired vision. 

lf you take hormonal contraceptives such as 
LUNELLE™ Monthly Contraceptive Injection and 
need elective surgery, need to stay in bed fora . 
prolonged illness, or have recently had a baby, 
you may be at risk of developing blood clots. You 
should consult your doctor about stopping hor- 
monal contraceptives three to four weeks before 
surgery and not taking hormonal contraceptives 
for two weeks after surgery or during bed rest. You 
should also not take hormonal contraceptives 
soon after delivery of a baby.-It is advisable to wait 
for at least four weeks after delivery before using 
hormonal contraceptives such as LUNELLE™ 
Monthly Contraceptive Injection. (See also the 
section on Breast Feeding in WHAT PRECAU- 
TIONS SHOULD BE FOLLOWED DURING THE 
USE OF LUNELLE MONTHLY CONTRACEPTIVE 
INJECTION?) 

Hormonal contraceptives may also increase the 
tendency to develop strokes see or rupture 
of blood vessels in the brain) and angina pectoris 
and heart attacks (blockage of blood vessels in the 
heart). Any of these conditions can cause death or 
disability. 

Smoking greatly increases the possibility of devel- 
oping blood clots or suffering heart attacks and 
strokes. Furthermore, smoking and the use of hor- 
monal contraceptives greatly increase the chances 
of developing and dying of heart disease, particu- 
larly if you are over 35 years of age. 

2. Gallbladder disease 

Hormonal contraceptive users probably have a 
greater risk than non-users of having gallbladder 
disease. 

3. Liver tumors 

In rare cases, hormonal contraceptives can cause 
benign but dangerous liver tumors. These benign 


liver tumors can rupture and cause fatal internal 
bleeding. In addition, a possible but not definite 
association has been found with hormonal contra- 
Ceptives and liver cancers in two studies, in which 
a few women who developed these very rare can- 
cers were found to have used hormonal contra- 
Ceptives for long periods. However, liver cancers 
are extremely rare. The chance of developing liver 
cancer from using hormonal contraceptives is thus 
even rarer. 
4. Cancer of the reproductive organs and 
breasts 
There is, at present, no confirmed evidence that 
oral hormonal contraceptives increase the risk of 
cancer of the reproductive organs in human stud- 
ies. Studies to date of women taking the pill have 
reported conflicting findings on whether pill use 
increases the risk of developing cancer of the 
breast. Most of the studies on breast cancer and 
pill use have found no overall increase in the risk 
og developing breast cancer, although some stud- 
es have reported an increased risk of developing 
aoe cancer in certain groups of women. 
Some studies have found an increase in the inci- 
dence of cancer of the cervix in women who use 
oral hormonal contraceptives. However, this find- 
ing may be related to factors other than the use of 
oral hormonal contraceptives. 
Studies have found that women who used 
injectable hormonal contraceptives (Depo-Provera 
Contraceptive Injection) had no increased overall 
risk of developing cancer of the breast, ovary, 
uterus, or cervix. However, women under 35 years 
of age whose first exposure to Depo-Provera 
Contraceptive Injection was within the previous 4 
to 5 years may have a slightly increased risk of 
developing breast cancer similar to that seen with 
oral contraceptives. 
Women who use hormonal contraceptives and 
have a strong family history of breast cancer or 
who have breast nodules or abnormal mammo- 
gram should be closely followed by their doctors. 
5. Changes in bone mineral density 
Use of injectable hormonal contraceptives con- 
taining the progesterone-type hormone found in 
LUNELLE™ Monthly Contraceptive Injection may 
be associated with a decrease in the amount of 
mineral stored in your bones. This could increase 
your risk of developing bone fractures. The rate of 
bone mineral loss is greatest in the early years of 
use of this type of contraceptive, but after that, it 
begins to resemble the normal rate of age-related 
bone mineral loss. 
6. Allergic reactions 
Severe allergic reactions have been reported in 
some women using injectable hormonal contra- 
Ceptives containing the progesterone-type hor- . 
mone found in LUNELLE™ Monthly Contraceptive 
Injection. Allergic reactions occurring in women 
using LUNELLE™ Monthly Contraceptive Injection 
have been mainly skin reactions, and not respira- 
tory in nature. Serious allergic reactions require 
emergency medical treatment. 


All methods of birth control and pregnancy are 
associated with a risk of developing certain dis- 
eases that may lead to disability or death. An esti- 
mate of the number of deaths associated with dif- 
ferent methods of birth control and pregnancy has 
been calculated. 

The risk of death from any birth control method is 
less than the risk of childbirth, except for oral hor- 
monal contraceptive users over the age of 35 who 
smoke and oral.hormonal contraceptive users 
over the age of 40 even if they do not smoke. For 
women aged 15 to 39; the-risk of death was high- 
est with pregnancy (7-26 deaths per 100,000 
women, depending on age). Among oral hormon- 
al contraceptive users who do not smoke, the risk 


of death is always lower than that associated with 
pregnancy for any age group, although over the 
age of 40, the risk increases to 32 deaths per 
100,000 women, compared to 28 associated with 
pregnancy at that age. However, for oral hormonal 
contraceptive users who smoke and are over the 
age of 35, the estimated number of deaths 
exceeds those for other methods of birth control. 
lf a woman is over the age of 40 and smokes, 

her estimated risk of death is four times higher 
(117/100,000 women) than the estimated risk 
associated with pregnancy (28/100,000 women) 
in that age group. 

An Advisory Committee of the FDA discussed this 
issue in 1989 and recommended that the benefits 
of oral contraceptive use by healthy, non-smoking 
women over 40 years of age may outweigh the 
possible risks. However, women of all ages are 
cautioned to use the lowest dose oral contracep- 
tive that is effective, and are strongly advised not 
to smoke. 


Call your doctor immediately if any of these 
adverse effects occur while you are taking 
LUNELLE™ Monthly Contraceptive Injection. 

e Sharp chest pain, coughing of blood, or sudden 
shortness of breath (indicating a possible clot 
in the lung) 

© Pain in the calf (indicating a possible clot in the leg) 

e Crushing chest pain or heaviness in the chest 
(indicating a possible heart attack) 

e Sudden severe headache or vomiting, dizziness 
or fainting, disturbances of vision or spéech, 
weakness, or numbness in an arm or leg 
(indicating a possible stroke) 

¢ Sudden partial or complete loss of vision 
(indicating a possible clot in the eye) 

e Breast lumps (indicating possible breast cancer 
or fibrocystic disease of the breast; ask your 
doctor or health care provider to show you how 
to examine your breasts) 

© Severe pain or tenderness in the abdominal 
area (indicating a possibly ruptured liver tumor, 
ovarian cyst, or pregnancy outside the uterus) 

© Difficulty in sleeping, weakness, lack of energy,

WHAT ARE THE POSSIBLE SIDE EFFECTS

? 

1. Vaginal bleeding 

Most women using LUNELLE™ Monthly 

Contraceptive Injection experience alteration of 

menstrual bleeding. Bleeding patterns may vary 

from a single. monthly bleed to no bleeding at all 
or slight staining between menstrual periods to 

frequent, prolonged, and/or unpredictable bleed- 
ing. In any given injection interval, approximately 

50% of women using LUNELLE™ Monthly 

Contraceptive Injection experience withdrawal 

bleeding that begins 20-25 days after the injec- 

tion. Withdrawal bleeding lasts more than 7 days 
in 42% of women during the first month of use 
and in 29% of women at the end of one year of 
use. In any given injection interval, approximately 

15% of women may have no bleeding at all and 

10% may experience bleeding or spotting at vari- 

ous times in the cycle. Irregular bleeding often 

“occurs during the first few months of LUNELLE™ 

Monthly Contraceptive Injection use and may per- 

sist with continued use in up to one thifd of 

women. Your menstrual blood flow may be heav- 


ier or lighter, and there may be no bleeding, fewer 
days of bleeding, or more days of bleeding than 
what you have previously experienced. Such . 
bleeding usually does not indicate any serious 
problems. If an altered bleeding pattern persists or 
the bleeding is severe, discuss it with your health 
care provider. There is also a small risk that 
(painful) cramps may be associated with bleeding. 
2. Weight change 

Weight gain is a common side effect in women 
using LUNELLE™ Monthly Contraceptive 
Injection. The average expected weight gain is 4 
pounds in the first year of use. Some women gain 
more than 10 to 20 pounds in the first year. 
Women have gained as much as 49 pounds or 
lost as much as 48 pounds in one year of use. 
Clinical trials showed wide variability in individual 
weight change with an increasing percentage of 
LUNELLE™ Monthly Contraceptive Injection users 
experiencing weight change in excess of 10 and 
20 pounds with continued treatment. 

3. Contact lenses 

lf you wear contact lenses and notice a change in 
vision or an inability to wear your lenses, contact 
your doctor or health care provider. 

4. Fluid retention 

Hormonal contraceptives may cause edema (fluid. 
retention) with swelling of the fingers or ankles and 
may raise your blood pressure. If you experience 
fluid retention, contact your doctor or health care 
provider. 

5. Other side effects 

Other side effects may include breast pain or ten- 
demess, acne, change in appetite, nausea, headache, 
nervousness, depression, mood changes, changes 
in Sexual desire, dizziness, loss of scalp hair, rash, 
and vaginal infections. If any of these side effects 
bother you, call your health care provider. 
WHAT PRECAUTIONS SHOULD BE 
FOLLOWED DURING USE OF LUNELLE™ 
MONTHLY CONTRACEPTIVE INJECTION? 
1. Missed periods and use of hormonal con- 
traceptives before or during early pregnancy 
You may not menstruate regularly after you 
receive an injection of LUNELLE™ Monthly 
Contraceptive Injection. If you have received your 
injections regularly and miss one menstrual peri- 
od, be sure to inform your health care provider. 
The risk of unexpected pregnancy for women 
receiving injectable contraceptives as scheduled is 
very low. If you have not received your injections 
as scheduled and missed a menstrual period, or if 
you missed two consecutive menstrual periods, 
you may be pregnant. Check with your health care 
provider immediately to determine whether you 
are pregnant. Do not continue the injections until 
yOu are sure you are not pregnant, but use another 
method of contraception. 

There is no conclusive evidence that oral hormonal 
contraceptive use is associated with an increase in 
birth defects, when taken inadvertently during early 
pregnancy. Nevertheless, hormonal contraceptives 


* should not be used during pregnancy. 


With Depo-Provera Contraceptive Injection, there 
have been reports of an increased risk of low birth 
weight and neonatal infant death or other health 
problems in infants conceived close to the time of 
injection. However, these pregnancies are uncom- 
mon. Children exposed in the womb to one of the 
hormones found in LUNELLE™ Monthly 
Contraceptive Injection (MPA), and followed to 
adolescence, showed no evidence of any adverse 
effects on their health including their physical, 
mental, sexual or social development. 

lf you think you may have become pregnant while 
using LUNELLE™ Monthly Contraceptive Injection, 
see your health care provider as soon as possible. 
You should check with your health care provider 
about risks to your unborn child from any medica- 
tion taken during pregnancy. 


2. While breast feeding 

lf you are breast feeding, consult your nealth 

care provider before starting hormonal contracep- 
tives, including LUNELLE™ Monthly 
Contraceptive Injection. Some of the drugs in hor- 
monal contraceptives are passed on to the child in 
breast milk. A few adverse effects on the child 
have been reported, including yellowing of the 
skin (jaundice) and breast enlargement. In addi- 
tion, hormonal contraceptives may decrease the 
amount and quality of your milk. To insure the 
best quantity and quality of your breast milk, you 
should wait until 6 weeks after childbirth before 
you start using LUNELLE™ Monthly Contraceptive 
Injection. If possible, do not use hormonal contra- 
ceptives while breast feeding. 

Breast feeding provides only partial protection 
from becoming pregnant and this partial protec- 
tion decreases significantly as you breast feed for 
longer periods of time. You should use another 
method of contraception while breast feeding and 
consider starting hormonal contraceptives only 
after you have weaned your child completely. 

3. Laboratory tests 

lf you are scheduled for any laboratory tests, tell 
your doctor you are taking a hormonal contracep- 
tive. Certain blood tests may be affected by hor- 
monal contraceptives. 

4. Drug interactions 

Certain drugs may interact with hormonal contra- 
ceptives to make them less effective in preventing 
pregnancy or cause a change in bleeding patterns. 
Such drugs include aminoglutethimide, rifampin 
drugs used for epilepsy such as barbiturates (for 
example, phenobarbital), carbamazepine, and 
phenytoin (Dilantin is one brand of this drug), 
phenylbutazone (Butazolidin is one brand), herbal 
products containing St. John’s Wort (hypericum 
perforatum), and possibly certain antibiotics. You 
may need to use an additional contraception 
method when you take drugs which can make 
hormonal contraceptives less effective. Drug inter- 
action studies have not been conducted with 
LUNELLE™ Monthly Contraceptive Injection. 

5. Sexually transmitted diseases 

This product (like all hormonal contracep- 
tives) is intended to prevent pregnancy. 

It does not protect against transmission of 
HIV (AIDS) and other sexually transmitted 
diseases such as chlamydia, genital her- 
pes, genital warts, gonorrhea, hepatitis B, 
and syphilis. 

6. Weight change 

LUNELLE™ Monthly Contraceptive Injection may 
cause weight gain of more than 10 pounds.

your injection on time, contact your health care 
provider to receive an earlier injection. 

What Happens if | Miss an Injection or Wait 

Longer than 33 Days Between Injections? 

e You could become pregnant if you miss your 
injection or wait longer than 33 days between 
injections. The more days you wait, the greater 
the risk that you could become pregnant. 

¢ Ask your health care provider to recommend 
another type of birth control (such as condoms 
or a spermicide) for you to use.

The incidence of failure with LUNELLE™ Monthly 

Contraceptive Injection resulting in pregnancy is 

less than 1 percent (i.¢., one pregnancy per 100 

women per year) if given every month as directed. 

If you think that you may be pregnant, be sure to 

call your health care provider. 

What If | Want to Become Pregnant? 

You will need to stop your monthly injections of 

LUNELLE™ Monthly ive Injection. Most 

women begin to produce eggs again (and could 

become pregnant) about two to three months after 
their last injection. 

There may be some delay in becoming pregnant, 

after you stop using hormonal contraceptives, inclu- 

ding LUNELLE™ Monthly Contraceptive Injection, 
especially if you had irregular menstrual cycles 
before you started using hormonal contraceptives. 

There does not appear to be any increase in birth 

defects in newborn babies when pregnancy occurs 

soon after stopping hormonal contraceptives.
